That was the story they used. 
obviousness. It is going to be tough going across the channel.

So, the Germans piled it on. They willingly released pictures 
of super-guns. They spoke of secret defenses. They mentioned the 
“in-depth” concrete pillboxes and gun emplacements extending 25 
miles back into the interior from the coast. . 

From time to time stories came out about “strengthening” of 
the coastal walls. 

Every American, especially every American with a father, son 
or husband in the war, has been thinking about that strip of water 
across which Napoleon once peered so longingly. Hitler looked 
across it after Dunkirk. 

The Germans knew that was the fear of the American people. 

Put the natural apprehension together with the German prop- 
aganda and you have one reason why the war is weighing heavier 
and, heavier on the minds of the American people. 

Now, what are the facts? 


GENERAL BRADLEY Well, no one knows the facts. But 


there are estimates we may take. So 
far, only one official person, the Germans excepted, has made an 
estimate. 

Yesterday a story was released by Lieutenant General Omar 
Bradley. He spoke to the staff officers in charge of invasion plans. 

He said to them: 

“This stuff about tremendous losses is tommyrct. 

“The success of the whole war depends on this operation and 
T have no fear of its outcome,” the commander of American ground 
forces in the United Kingdom assured officers who will lead the 
doughboys into action. . 

“When the time comes you will be surprised by the naval 
gunfire and air power we have. 

“Some of you won't come back, but it will be very few. 

“In the Tunisian campaign we lost only an average of four 
men to 1,000, and certainly seeing a show like this ought to be 
worth that chance. 

“They sav Barnum and Bailey had the greatest show on earth, 
but that will be only a sideshow compared to the one vou will 
be in. When your men get up to fight you will be scared, but it 
will be up to you to get up and lead your men in attack. 

“Put your men in the right frame of mind. You can't surrender 
in warfare. Fight it out to the last ammunition. The enemy might 
be as bad off as you are. It is much better to do that than to 
be made prisoner. 

“I have heard rumors that 90 per cent of us wouldn't come 
back. That is tommyrot. I think you are lucky to have this oppor- 
tunity and I am happy to be with you. We have the best soldiers 
and best equipment and more of it than the Germans ever 
dreamed of. After a few days of it you won't have anything to 
worry about.” 

He urged them not to 
show fear in the early stages” 
lead them. forward.”

AN ESTIMATE That is General Bradley's guess, or estimate. 

It is the best one because it is the first official 
one. It may be argued he would not be telling them that slaughter 
would be awful even if he thought so.

We have been flying over that coast for years. We have some 
intelligence reports from France and Holland. It is not as strong 
at some points as in the more obvious landing beaches.

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Rawalt Speech 


NEW YORK—I was plodding 
through a speech by Senator Taft, 
of Ohio, about bureaucracy but 
couldn't give it very close atten- 
tion because it kept reminding me 
vazuely of something I had read 
a few days before which made his 
point much more effectively. So, 
after a search among the propa- 
ganda for a free Palestine, backed 
by American soldiers, and hand- 
outs from the Civil Liberties 
crowd, the National Association of 
Manufacturers, the Communists 
and Wendell Willkie, I found an 
address which I believe to be the 
damnation of the 
American citizen to a hell of per- 
secution by bureaucratic picking 
ever uttered by any member of. 
the New Deal government or of 
the opposition. 

This speech was delivered be- 
fore the Texas Bar Association by 
Miss Marguerite Rawalt, a special 
attorney in the appeals division of 
the chief counsel of the Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. Miss Rawalt 
is president of the Federal Bar 
Association, an organization of 
New Deal lawyers, including 
judges, employed by the govern- 
ment, many of whom are members 
also of the Lawyers’ Guild, whose 
first president, Judge Ferdinand 
Pecora, resigned because it was 
dominated by the Communists.

Not only did he win hands down in a contest with three other 
contenders for the nomination—General MacArthur, former Gev- 
ernor Stassen, and Mr. Willkie—but, what !s more extraora:nary, 
he achieved his‘ victory despite the fact he had disclaimed any 
intention of being a candidate and had asked those running as 
delegates in his behalf to withdraw from the race 

Mr. Willkie, on the other hand, was the only candidate to per- 
sonally participate in the campaign. He stumped the state from 
one end to another, and it may be assumed that he was amp-y 
supplied with funds to further his candidacy. Despite all of this, 
he ran last in a field of four. 

After the defeat he suffered, there was nothing for him to co 
but step down from the race, as he quickly and correctly did. 

To most observers it had seemed from the start that Willkie 
had little to gain by going into the Wisconsin primary. The Badger 
State, to begin with, has been something of a political screwball 
for years. Its people have Icng been associated with isolationism, 
the very antithesis of Willkie’s concept of foreign policy. 

The La Follettes have been the dominant political factors in 
the state for more than a generation. They have been noninter- 
ventionists from the beginning, so that the people have been strong- 
ly indcctrinated with that sort of policy for years. Moreover, there 
is a very considerable German element in Wisconsin. 

Even if Willkie had won in Wisconsin, that in itself would 
have proved anything in particular, because he was the oniy actuve 
candidate.
